Courthouse 
bought by 
council for £1 


ELY’S derelict magistrates’ court 
looks set to be transformed into offic¬ 
es after being bought by the City of Ely 
Council - for the modest sum of £1. 

But Ely’s Mayor, Will Burton, says the 
council also wants the Grade II listed 
courthouse to have “community, her¬ 
itage, arts and educational use”. 

City councillors voted unanimously 
on Monday to purchase the 19th cen¬ 
tury building, located in Lynn Road, 
from the Ministry of Justice. 

Buying the courthouse has cost the 
authority just £1 and Cllr Burton says 
the city council would like to re-locate 
its offices there from Market Street. 

Speaking on Tuesday, the mayor said: 
“The City of Ely Council has unani¬ 
mously agreed to acquire the Grade II 
listed Ely magistrates’ courthouse 
building, subject to final contractual 
arrangements. 

“This follows lengthy negotiations 
with the Ministry of Justice and dis¬ 
cussions with representative bodies in 
the city. 

“The city council proposes to move 
from their current offices in Market

Street, the lease of which has come to 
an end, and relocate to the courthouse, 
which retains our central position for 
administration.” 

As previously reported, the city coun¬ 
cil has also recently take over the reins 
of Makings Cottage in Ely’s Waterside 
and has secured planning permission 
to turn the derelict building into offic¬ 
es with some retail space. 

Ely’s magistrates’ court has been at 
the centre of controversy ever since it 
was closed by the Ministry 
of Justice in March 20J J. 

The building has stood 
empty since its last court 
hearing and has fallen into a 
state of disrepair - much to 
the fury of local heritage 
groups. 

As reported, its roof is only 
now being repaired - 
around six months after 
thousands of pounds worth 



of lead was torn from it by thieves. 

The Ministry of Justice said the delay 
in carrying out repairs was because 
the work had to be approved by English 
Heritage. 

Future uses of the courthouse have 
also proved to be contentious. 

Ideas raised so far have included 
using it as a museum, turning it into a 
place to store Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s archives and transforming 
the building into an arts and live 
music venue similar to The Junction in 
Cambridge. 

Cllr Burton said: “It is felt by the city 
council that this heritage landmark 
building should be kept in 
public ownership for civic, 
community, heritage, arts 
and educational use. 

“We will be speaking to 
various organisations 
throughout the city to con¬ 
tinue discussions regarding 
how the use of the court¬ 
house and Makings Cottage 
can serve the community.”

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Health and 
safety fears 
at Ely’s 
Roswell Pits 

MEMBERS of the public 
are being banned from 
accessing part of Ely’s 
Roswell Pits over 
“serious” health and 
safety fears. 

The Environment 
Agency (EA) has fenced 
off the northern side of 
the pits - and its 
footpaths - for the 
“foreseeable future”. 

The EA says the state of 
the deteriorating paths 
pose a “serious” risk to 
those using them. 

A spokesman for the EA 
said: “We have fenced off 
the northern side and 
footpath of Roswell Pits 
for health and safety 
reasons. 

“There are steep, often 
slippery, ground 
conditions leading 
straight into the water - 
posing serious risks for 
members of the public 
who walk along the bank 
and footpath. 

“After careful 
consideration of all 
possible options to 
increase safety at the site, 
we agreed that preventing 
public access for the 
foreseeable future was the 
only affordable option.” 

The EA says alternative 
access options could be 
provided - if funding 
became available. 


Wicken farmers launch a new cider 


A MURDERED monk believed to 
haunt a Cambridgeshire farm is 
the inspiration behind a new 
cider. 

‘Monk and Disorderly’ is the 
name of the new cider being 
produced by Spinney Abbey 
Farm in Wicken. 

Friends Jonny Fuller, whose 
parents own Spinney Abbey, 
and Jonny Watkins, who lives in 
Soham and works at the farm, 
are the men behind the new 
drink and they are now looking 
for pubs and shops to stock it. 

The Maid’s Head in Wicken is 
the first drinking hole to serve 
the cider. 

Mr Fuller, 35, said: “I’ve been 
making alcoholic drinks at the 
farm for some time but more as 
a hobby I suppose. 

“I let people have a taste of 
the cider I’d made one day and 
they loved it. They encouraged 
me to produce it on a larger 
scale and here we are now.” 

The first barrel of the cider 
was officially uncorked at the 
Maid’s Head on Saturday. 

Mr Fuller said: “The name 
Monk and Disorderly was 
actually suggested to us on 
Facebook. We decided we’d let 
people come up with the name 
and that was the one we liked 
best. 

“There are lots of 
supernatural tales about 
Spinney Abbey and the main 
one is that it is haunted by a 
murdered monk so it seemed 
perfectly apt.”

Travellers’ site is 
given the go-ahead 


A LONG-running battle to turn a 
disused builder’s yard into a 
traveller’s site has ended in vic¬ 
tory for the applicants. 

A former builder’s yard in Hod 
Hall Lane, Haddenham, has 
been at the centre of a row 
between villagers and develop¬ 
ers for around four years. 

The Ruszkiewicz family want 
to pitch caravans and trailers at 
the site and have submitted 
three separate planning applica¬ 
tions - all of which have been 
rejected by East Cambs District 
Council. 

But following the council’s 
third rejection, Mr Ruszkiewicz 
appealed to the Planning 
Inspectorate, which has now 
ruled against the district coun¬ 
cil. It means the travellers can 
now go ahead with the scheme. 
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In his report, planning inspec¬ 
tor Bern Hellier, said: “There is 
concern that the site would be 
too close to the village. However, 
it is some 100 metres away from 
Lode Way and over 50 metres 
away from the nearest dwelling. 

“These separation distances 
would be sufficient to protect 
existing properties from any 
overlooking or noise and distur¬ 
bance.” 

In January 2009, plans to build 
four pitches at the site were sub¬ 
mitted, but they were rejected. In 
June 2009 the family then 
applied to build just one pitch 
but that too was thrown out. 

In March last year, Mr 
Ruszkiewicz then applied to 


build three pitches on the land 
but those proposals too were 
rejected. 

The council received more 
than 40 objections from villagers 
who said the site was at risk of 
flooding and that there were 
problems with vehicle access 
and sewage. 

But Mr Hellier said: “The exist¬ 
ing foul sewer in Lode Way sur¬ 
charges after heavy rain into the 
road and into the gardens of 
properties. 

“A connection from the appeal 
site would be unlikely to exacer¬ 
bate this problem. 

“Any alternative drainage 
arrangement would be a build¬ 
ing regulations matter but there 
is no reason in principle why a 
satisfactory scheme could not be 
achieved.” 


Forward-thinking physiotherapists scoop award 


PHYSIOTHERAPISTS have 
been rewarded for the way they 
have worked together to reduce 
waiting times for patients. 

The musculoskeletal (MSK) 
physiotherapy teams from 
Cambridgeshire Community 
Services NHS Trust have been 
handed an award by the trust’s 
chairman, Heather Peck. 

The three teams, based in Ely, 
Doddington and Wisbech, 


worked together to introduce 
improved systems which have 
significantly reduced waiting 
times for referrals and 
assessments. 

It means people get the help 
they need more quickly and are 
less likely to develop more 
serious problems. 

Sarah Saul, head of service for 
MSK, nominated the team for 
the award and said: “The team’s 


commitment to their patients is 
exemplary. 

“I am thrilled with the way 
the teams have looked at how 
they can improve their services 
to the patients they look after. 
These include increasing 
physiotherapy led classes, 
streamlining assessments and 
introducing needs assessments.

The common is an area of 
open grassland located between 
Roswell Pits and Prickwillow 
Road. 

The status would protect the 
land from any development or 
change in the future. 

The organisation’s original 
application for the status was 


turned down by a Supreme 
Court judge but it has since 
re-applied. 

The public inquiry was also 
due to take place in January but 
had to be postponed after the 
inspector broke his ankle.

Bishop blesses care home 

THE spiritual area of a care home in Littleport 
has been formally blessed by the Bishop of 
Huntingdon. 

The Rt Revd David Thompson visited 
Littleport Grange nursing and residential 
home to perform the formal blessing with 
staff and residents. 

The home has been at the centre of 
turbulent times recently. Last September the 
building was almost gutted by fire after a 
blaze broke out in its roof. 

It also came under the spotlight of the Care 
Quality Commission last year, who said staff 
were failing to care for residents properly. It 
resulted in the majority of the residents being 
re-located. 

The home is currently following an 
improvement programme and is being 
expanded to create extra day space for the 
residents.

Council tax 
rise to fund 
new digger 


COUNCIL tax precept in Littleport 
is set to rise by 11 per cent - so that 
the parish council can buy a new 
digger. 

Residents in Littleport are in 
uproar after receiving letters tell¬ 
ing them that their council tax 
precept is being hiked by 11 per 
cent by Littleport Parish Council. 

The rise is so high because of 
changes East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has made to its 
council tax benefit scheme - 
something that has affected all 
local authorities - but also because 
the parish council needs to spend 
£13,500 on purchasing a new dig¬ 
ger for the cemetery. 

The news comes just a week after 
the Weekly News reported that res¬ 
idents in Soham are facing a rise of 
9.8 per cent in their council tax 
precept. 

Ken Kovach, of Hempfield Road, 
Littleport, said: “At a time when 
costs are so high, the 11 per cent 
hike is very disturbing. Hitting us 
with this increase with no notice is 
unacceptable.” 
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Another Littleport resident, who 
did not want to be named, said: 
“Why is our council tax being put 
up by 11 per cent? This is an astro¬ 
nomical rise. I’ve contacted the 
parish council to find out some 
details but they haven’t got back to 
me - what’s going on?” 

The parish council says its pre¬ 
cept has been affected by the dis¬ 
trict council’s new council tax 
benefit scheme but also that it 
needs to spend £13,500 on buying 
a new digger for the village ceme¬ 
tery. 

A spokeswoman said: “The par¬ 
ish council needs to replace a dig¬ 
ger used in the cemetery. It is 
unfortunate that these changes 
have increased the parish coun¬ 
cil’s portion of the council tax but 
please be assured that the parish 
council continues to look for sav¬ 
ings and tries to keep its precept as 
low as possible whilst providing 
quality services to the parish.”

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A CONSERVATIONIST says 
building a new university 
boathouse in Ely would have 
a “tragic” impact on otters. 

Cliff Carson, a local conser¬ 
vationist involved in otter 
and waterway wildlife man¬ 
agement, has stepped into 
the row over Cambridge 
University’s plans to build a 
new boathouse on the east¬ 
ern edge of Ely and is urging 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to refuse the scheme. 

Ewan Pearson, chairman of 
Project Ely, the name given to 
the development, says an 
ecological survey of the site 
was carried out in February 
and that it found “no signifi¬ 
cant findings” of otters being 
present. 

But Mr Carson, who has 
worked in wildlife conserva¬ 
tion for more than 30 years, 
insists the land and water’s 
edge at Fore Mill Wash, where 
developers want to build the 
new facility, is a “well-estab¬ 
lished sprainting site” for the 
endangered mammals. 

He said: “It would be tragic 
if such superb otter habitat is 
destroyed by this proposed 
development.” 

Mr Carson has examined 
the site and says he found 
significant amounts of otter 
‘spraints’, or droppings, with¬ 
in metres of where the boat¬ 
house would be built. 

He says the site could also 
become a den for otters, and 
that the land is a key cross¬ 
roads for the mammals. 

He said: “It seems surpris¬ 
ing that spraints were not 
recorded at this location dur¬ 
ing the survey carried out on 
behalf of the clients as the 
site has all the signs of being a 
well-established sprainting 
location. 

“Otters need to be able to 
move along a linear aquatic 
territory for feeding and 
social interaction. 

“The danger and likelihood 
is that otters may seek to cir¬ 
cumnavigate the disturbed 
area by a land route and 
thereby run the risk of being 
killed on the adjacent Queen 
Adelaide Way.” 

Mr Carson’s objection is just 
one of dozens which have 
been submitted to the coun¬ 
cil since Cambridge 
University Boat Club, 
Cambridge University 
Women’s Boat Club and 


Cambridge University 
Lightweight Rowing Club 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion earlier this year. 

As previously reported, the 
proposals involve building 
the new boathouse at Fore 
Mill Wash, which lies in 
between two of Ely’s Sites of 
Specific Scientific Interest 
(SSSIs). 

The new facility would pro¬ 
vide all three clubs with a 
base to train and would boast 
a ‘dry boathouse’ with five 
boat bays, a weights room, 


changing rooms, crew rest 
areas and a flat. 

There would also be a sec¬ 
ond wet boathouse building 
for storage and a workshop 
for repairs and maintenance. 

The applicants say the 
development would offer 
improved facilities not only 
for the three university clubs 
but also for local rowing clubs 
and other residents. 

But residents insist the 
boathouse is too large - and 
that Fore Mill Wash is not a 
suitable location. 


Mr Pearson said: “We have 
appointed our own ecologists 
to carry out surveys of the site 
and the most recent one in 
February found there were no 
significant findings to sug¬ 
gest there are otters nesting 
on the site. 

“We are aware otters use the 
river and swim past the site 
but that’s the case for a lot of 
different species of wildlife 
and certainly doesn’t shake 
the earth.” 

The final decision lies with 
the district council. 


Final talks over Maltings restaurant 


FINAL negotiations are under 
way to secure a new operator 
for the Making’s restaurant 
in Ely. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has con¬ 
firmed that a “preferred can¬ 
didate” has been selected to 
run the restaurant in 
Waterside and that final 


negotiations are now taking 
place. 

District council chiefs 
decided to re-tender for a new 
operator to take over the run¬ 
ning of the restaurant last 
year. 

The restaurant’s current 
operator, Compass Group, 
has been at the centre of con¬ 


troversy for some time, with 
residents insisting it should 
be open to the public more as 
it is currently closed during 
the winter months. 

Numerous companies 
expressed an interest in tak¬ 
ing over the facility and a 
spokesman for the district 
council says the authority is 


now in final negotiations 
with the “preferred candi¬ 
date”.

I wonder who those people 
are because nobody asked me. He also stated 
the rise would be about £20 a year for Band D. 
Mine is £25.56 for Band C, no doubt a pittance 
to our masters and mistresses! 

Given the mass development being approved 
in Soham, bringing in extra council tax along 
with cash from central government, I am at a 
loss to understand the reason for these 
increases. Cambridgeshire County Council 
uses a call centre and one is put through hoops 
to speak to a relevant person, often being given 
the wrong one.

Give us facts and figures 

THE public presentation of the proposed 
Southern bypass is one-sided and unbalanced. 
Where are the other options? The costs, bene¬ 
fits, drawbacks of each of the possible solu¬ 
tions? 

What is going on at the moment is not con¬ 
sultation. It is a rosy view of an idyllic bypass 
backed up by artists’ impressions and clever 
CGI views of Ely from the south east. In order 
to take an informed and balanced view we 
need to know the facts and figures, the pros 


and the cons for all the options. 

The county council and ECDC has once again 
gone for the strategically lazy option of ‘let’s 
build another road’. Precious little thought has 
gone into exploring other possibilities and pro¬ 
moting solutions around the existing infra¬ 
structure, such as developing the railway 
underpass, or if it has, no evidence is being 
presented. 

The argument that Fordham, Soham, 
Stuntney, Witchford, Sutton, Mepal and 
Chatteris all have bypasses, so the final link at 
Ely is needed, demonstrates previous limited 
long-term thinking. It all shows lack of vision 
and strategic awareness. Where is the long¬ 
term consideration and linking together of 
plans for housing development, roads, rail, 
schools etc. This disjointed approach to 
regional planning means that once again we 
are faced with having another road dumped on 
our countryside to cope with a transport issue 
brought about by previous poor planning. 

I am not automatically against a bypass, 
although my gut feeling is that other solutions 
will work as well with less impact on the envi¬ 
ronment. What I am against is this biased 
consultation process and lack of broad long¬ 
term consideration being displayed by politi¬ 
cians and planners. 

As for their “green” credentials, much flaunt¬ 
ed at elections, how do councillors at district 
and county level now justify the building of a 
road and causeway across the fens and river¬ 
side wildlife habitats? Conveniently ignored, is 
probably the answer.

More trains promise 
will benefit Ely area 


MORE trains from Cambridge to King’s 
Lynn and Norwich - both via Ely - have 
been promised in a shake-up of the 
region’s railways. 

The Government said it hoped the 
improved service, which will be intro¬ 
duced once improvements to the Ely 
North lunction are completed, will hit 
the 30-minute frequency called for by 
campaigners. 

The announcement was made on 
Tuesday by the Department for 
Transport alongside confirmation that 
the franchise held by First Capital 
Connect to operate the line from King’s 
Cross to Cambridge and King’s Lynn was 
being extended by 12 months, to 
September 2014. 

After that date a new franchise will be 
let which will, from fuly 2015, incorpo¬ 
rate services south of London. 

Once improvements to the capital’s rail 
network are completed in 2018, it will be 
possible to catch trains direct from 
Cambridge to destinations such as 
Gatwick airport. 

Julian Huppert, Cambridge’s MP, said 
the extra services would be very wel¬ 
come. 

He said: “This is good news for not only

the people of Cambridge but also those 
living to the north travelling into the city 
or onto London for work or pleasure. 

“Increased passenger services will give 
people greater opportunity to choose 
rail travel as a viable alternative over 
other forms of transport.” 

The “next challenge”, Dr Huppert 
added, was to reduce rail fares. 

Improvements to the Ely North 
Junction were announced last year and 
will be carried out in 2014 at the earliest. 

The junction, which links London, 
Cambridge, Norwich, Peterborough and 
King’s Lynn, is located at Queen 
Adelaide, and by double tracking it, 
campaigners say it could generate eco¬ 
nomic benefits totalling £100 million. 

It would also allow trains to run every 
half hour from Cambridge to King’s 
Lynn and Norwich, and it would relieve 
pressure on the region’s congestion- 
blighted roads by enabling more freight 
to be taken by rail from Lelixstowe to the 
Midlands. 

Lirst Capital Connect said additional 


trains and drivers would be needed to 
run the extra services, so they would 
have to be part of the next franchise. 

Nick Dibben, secretary of the East 
Anglia branch of the Railfuture cam¬ 
paign group, said it was a step in the 
right direction. 

He said: “Both the Cambridge to 
Norwich and Cambridge to King’s Lynn 
trains are quite busy at times so I think 
the additional capacity will be wel¬ 
comed. 

“The stopping pattern of the Norwich 
train will be something we would like to 
have a look at because we would like a 
faster train. 

“The thing that is missing now is an 
hourly service between Ipswich and 
Peterborough because that’s now the 
only route in the region which is on a 
two-hourly service. 

“The fact that is not happening is a bit 
disappointing.” 

The Government also confirmed this 
week that the publicly-controlled East 
Coast rail franchise, which runs through 
Huntingdon and St Neots stations, 
would be returned to the private sector. 

The new franchisee will carry its first 
passengers by Lebruary 2015. 
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Pavilion 
revamp 
plans one 
step closer 

AMBITIOUS plans to revamp 
one of Soham’s most historic 
buildings are one step closer 
to becoming reality. 

Cambridge-based architects 
Saunders Boston have drawn 
up major plans to redevelop 
the Walter Gidney Pavilion, in 
Fountain Lane, and the 
scheme has been approved 
by Soham Town Council. 

The £1.25 million 
development will see the 
pavilion expanded from 459 
sq m to 628 sq m. 

An extension at the rear of 
the building, parts of which 
date back to the 19th century, 
would also be demolished and 
re-built. 

Once complete, the pavilion 
would boast an enlarged main 
hall and exhibition space, a 
remodelled council chamber, 
meetings rooms and tourist 
information centre, as well as 
new toilets, kitchens and 
storage space. 

The pavilion’s parking 
facilities and entrance area 
would also be improved. 

The proposals have been in 
the pipeline for some time 
and Saunders Boston’s 
scheme was unanimously 
approved by town councillors. 

A formal planning 
application is expected this 
summer. 


Man banned from 
collecting waste 


A BUSINESSMAN says 
his livelihood is at risk 
due to “pathetic” recy¬ 
cling rules at 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

Mark Cooney set up 
his business, ‘Ely Man 
& Van’, last April. 
People pay him to col¬ 
lect and transport their 
recyclable waste to the 
nearest recycling cen¬ 
tre. 

But the council has 
stopped Mr Cooney, 
42, from taking peo¬ 
ple’s waste to Witchford 
Recycling Centre as 
they say it is trade 
waste and not residen¬ 
tial. 

Mr Cooney, of 
Deacons Lane, said: 
“How can it be classed 
as trade waste? 
Everything I collect 
comes directly from 
people’s houses - not 
workplaces. I never 
take anything that’s 
hazardous either. 

“A client could hire a 
van to drive their waste

collecting people’s waste as council chiefs say it is trade else to drive? It’s 
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pathetic. This is put¬ 
ting my whole liveli¬ 
hood at risk.” 

The council says that 
because Mr Cooney is 
receiving money for 
collecting waste that it 
must be classed as 
trade. 

A spokesman said: 
“Our household recy¬ 
cling centres operate 
on a licence from the 
Environment Agency 
which means they can 
only accept materials 
which residents bring 
from their own homes 
or are brought on their 
behalf for no cost. 

“As soon as anyone 
seeks to make money 
from collecting waste, 
it must be classified as 
trade. As Mr Cooney 
has admitted he is 
accepting payments, 
the onus is on him to 
get the necessary per¬ 
mits to legally collect 
waste as well as cover 
the cost of the recy¬ 
cling of that waste.”

‘We just want 
to make our 
streets clean’ 


A CHARITY wants to launch its own 
dog poo collection service - but council 
chiefs won’t endorse it because of 
health and safety fears. 

Dog mess on streets and open spaces 
in Littleport has been an issue for some 
time and despite the best efforts of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
enforcement officers, residents say the 
village is still being blighted. 

Irresponsible dog owners are still fail¬ 
ing to clean up after their pets and 
locals say the village’s dog poo bins are 
not being emptied regularly enough. 

Now Phil Malkin, founder of the Young 
People Littleport (YPL) charity, based in 
Granby Street, wants to try to tackle the 
issue. 

He wants to set up a dog poo collection 
service which would see volunteers 
cleaning up dog dirt left in public spac¬ 
es. Residents would be able to call YPL 
and volunteers would aim to have the 
poo cleaned up within an hour. 

District council chiefs are refusing to 
endorse the scheme, insisting there is a 
“very real health risk”. But Mr Malkin 
says he doesn’t want the council to 
endorse it - he just wants to know he 
wouldn’t be breaking the 
law. 

He said: “All I want from 
the council is a piece of 
paper to say that we wouldn’t 
be doing anything wrong. 

The council keeps saying it 
can’t endorse it but I don’t 
want them to. I just want to 
know we wouldn’t be break¬ 
ing the law or getting into 
any trouble. 
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“Dog poo is such a big issue in the vil¬ 
lage and we believe we have a simple 
solution. People would be able to call 
YPL, report where there is dog dirt and 
we would aim to clean it up within an 
hour. 

“We also want to run a ‘dog watch’ 
scheme where we could look out for 
owners who are not cleaning up after 
their dogs. 

“The council has tried to sort out the 
problems but has failed and we want to 
try and make a difference.” 

Liz Knox, head of environmental ser¬ 
vices at the council, said people who 
come across dog dirt in the village 
should call the council. 

She said: “We understand the issue 
some Littleport residents have experi¬ 
enced with dog mess. To try and tackle 
the problem, our enforcement officer is 
making regular visits to Littleport, has 
spoken to dog walkers and we have 
arranged for some problem dog bins to 
be emptied more regularly. 

“However due to the very real 
health risk of collecting dog 
mess, we cannot endorse the 
plan by YPL to help clear up 
what some dog owners leave 
behind. 

“We completely understand 
the good intentions of the offer 
but we would encourage any¬ 
one who comes across dog mess 
to report it to the council for us 
to arrange clearance.” 


New signs costing £20,000 will 
alert motorists if road is flooded 


ELECTRONIC signs will be put up 
to alert motorists when a busy 
commuter route in East 
Cambridgeshire is flooded. 

Currently the majority of drivers 
do not know if the A1101 Welney 
Wash Road is under water until 
they get to the road closure barri¬ 
ers. 

They are then forced to turn 
around and take a lengthy detour 
to get to the other side of the 
washes, although many ignore 
the closure and risk driving on 
through the water. 

The road is currently closed due 


to flooding, and has been shut on 
and off for long periods. 

About £20,000 will now be spent 
on putting up three signs to give 
real-time flood status updates to 
motorists. 

The move was agreed at a meet¬ 
ing between local MPs, council¬ 
lors, Environment Agency repre¬ 
sentatives and campaigners on 
Lriday. 

One sign will be positioned at 
the Lotts Bridge Crossroads, one 
at the March Road junction and 
one at the Welney Bridge. 

Norfolk County Council is fund¬ 


ing 75 per cent of the scheme and 
Welney Parish Council is stump¬ 
ing up the rest. 

The possibility of building a 
causeway over the floodplains is 
also being investigated. 

North East Cambridgeshire MP 
Steve Barclay, one of the main 
campaigners, said: “Flooding in 
the area for around 50 days per 
year is a major inconvenience. 

“We need to take concrete meas¬ 
ures to limit this issue and work 
with local authorities to take 
action on long-term solutions like 
our campaign for a causeway.”

Croylands: ‘We 
don’t want flats’

PLANS to transform a Victorian 
building in Ely into retirement 
flats might have been revised for 
a third time, but residents are 
still in uproar over the scheme. 

Dorset-based developer 
McCarthy & Stone’s plans to turn 
Croylands, a former vicarage in 
Cambridge Road, into specialist 
flats for the elderly have proved 
to be one of the most contentious 
planning applications East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
has received for years. 

More than 150 objections have 
been made over the plans, which 
involve part-demolishing the 
building in Ely’s conservation 
area. 

As previously reported, devel¬ 
opers have now submitted a third 
set of revised proposals which 
they say is the result of “ongoing 
discussions” with council offic¬ 
ers. 

They say the size of the building 
has been reduced and that 
instead of building a two-storey 
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extension to the south of 
Croylands they will build a sin¬ 
gle-storey timber-clad enclosure 
to accommodate a refuse store, 
cycle and buggy charge area 
instead. 

McCarthy & Stone say the ele¬ 
vations of the new building have 
also been revised and that there 
will be additional planting in the 
grounds. 

But nearby residents say the 
amendments do “nothing” to 
address their concerns. 

One resident of near¬ 
by Houghton Gardens 
said: “The developers 
think they can win us 
and the council over by 
continuing to make 
amendments but these 
are doing nothing to 
address our concerns. 

“The bottom line here 
is that this beautiful, 


historic building cannot be 
allowed to be turned into retire¬ 
ment flats. It would be criminal 
on the building, on us residents 
who live nearby and on Ely’s con¬ 
servation area, in which 
Croylands is based. 

“Planting an extra few bushes 
and shaving a bit of height off 
some of the elevations doesn’t do 
anything to change that.” 

McCarthy & Stone insists the 
finished development would be 
in keeping with the conservation 
area but residents say the scheme 
will overlook homes, add to traf¬ 
fic issues and that it is 
overdevelopment of 
the site. 

Richard Williams, 
managing director of 
the company, said: 
“Our plans have now 
been carefully reas¬ 
sessed in response to 
comments made by 
officers at the district 
council.

New scheme to 
help apprentices

“Apprenticeships can form a 
highly significant role in helping 
East Cambridgeshire to reach its 
potential. 

“For this reason, we believe the 
East Cambridgeshire Apprentice¬ 
ship Scheme will make a real dif¬ 
ference to local businesses and 
more importantly young peo¬ 
ple.” 

The scheme aims to help eight 
to 10 new apprenticeships to find 
work in its first year, increase the 
number of work experience 
placements across the district as 
well as improving the awareness 
of local employment opportuni¬ 
ties for young people. 

The news comes just days after 
the Prime Minister vowed to 
make more apprenticeship 
opportunities available for 
young people in the UK. 


Across South East 
Cambridgeshire, 770 people 
started apprenticeships in the 
academic year 2011-12, and 
another 260 have started in the 
first quarter of this academic 
year. 

Cllr Kerby said: “Being an 
apprentice is about learning new 
skills and being part of the world 
of work. 

“It is also about giving those 
young people who don’t see fur¬ 
ther education as part of their 
future a new way forward. 

“If we are to grow as district, we 
must ensure that all parts of our 
economy can grow so I am very 
proud to be part of this initiative 
which will give young people 
and businesses the chance to 
succeed.”

“The campaign group just needs 
to maintain the pressure on local 
councils to make them realise that 
the majority of the suggestions in 
the document need to happen - 
not just be there for people to 
read.” 

The group says the general 
approach used by the strategy is to 
“Go Dutch” -as in making Ely sim¬ 
ilar to cities in countries like 
Holland and Denmark where 
cycling is commonplace.

Calls for a 
roundabout 
at junction

Fair gives charities a boost 


A MINI roundabout is desperately 
needed at a “dangerous” junction 
in Ely, say residents. 

Worried locals are calling for 
safety improvements at the junc¬ 
tion where West Fen Road meets 
Downham Road. 

They are calling for 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
Flighways to build a mini rounda¬ 
bout at the junction, insisting it 
would make the route much safer 
- but the council said there was 
not a safety problem at the junc¬ 
tion and the roundabout was not a 
priority. 

Susan Whitbread, who lives in 
nearby Chiefs Street, said: 
“Something needs to be done at 
this junction before someone is 
seriously hurt. 

“The sharp bend opposite the 
junction makes it extremely diffi¬ 
cult for motorists and cyclists to 
see if anything is coming when 
they turn right from Downham 
Road onto West Fen Road. 

“Building a mini roundabout at 
the junction would make it a lot 
safer and it wouldn’t be expen-

sive.” The issue has also been 
raised on the ShapeYourPlace 
website. One resident said: 
“Whether you’re in a car or on a 
bike you can’t see down the left 
bend of Downham road to see if 
anything’s coming. 

“Cars come round that corner 
very fast - it’s worrying in a car but 
on a bike it’s terrifying. 

“There’s ample space for a mini 
roundabout here and it would 
make the junction so much safer.” 

A county council spokesman 
said building a mini roundabout 
at the junction could not be treat¬ 
ed as a priority. 

He said: “Officers are not aware 
of any specific safety issue at this 
location. Despite its limitations, 
the junction appears to operate 
fairly effectively and would not 
constitute a priority for use of the 
limited funds available to the 
county council for highway 
improvements.” 


SIX charities are hundreds of pounds 
better off each thanks to a funding fair 
in Ely.

Morals * 
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ROGER McGough is a man of many parts 
and, although he is now 75, seems to be 
leading a professional life that’s busier 
than ever. 

He's a working poet, putting in regular 
writing hours at his desk, and remains 
a tireless evangelist for the form, both 
as a presenter of Poetry Please, Radio 
Four's long-running poetry request 
programme, and on stage, where he 
gives regular readings of his work to 
highly appreciative audiences. 

His cultured Liverpudlian tones can also 
be heard voicing a number of TV ads and 
in recent years, he has formed a very 
successful partnership with a fellow- 
writer who's been dead for over three 
centuries - Jean-Baptiste Poquelin, better 
known as Moliere. 

McGough's sparkling version of 
Moliere's Tartuffe was one of the biggest 
hits of Liverpool's year as the European 
City of Culture in 2008, and enjoyed a 
successful run at Cambridge Arts Theatre 
a few years later. 

He followed with a new version of 
Moliere's The Hypochondriac- and 
is now dipping his quill into The 
Misanthrope, Moliere's classic mockery 
of manners and morals set amid 17th 
century French aristocracy. 


Considered by many to be the 
playwright's best work, The Misanthrope 
again joins the creative forces of 
McCough, director Gemma Bodinetz and 
English Touring Theatre to complete their 
tricolour of Moliere comedies. 

Poet Alceste is disgusted with French 
society. Powdered fops gossip in code 
and bejewelled coquettes whisper behind 
tans wherever he looks. In pursuit of 
honesty, he embarks on a one-man 
crusade against forked-tongues, frippery 
and fakery. But could the woman he has 
fallen in love with be the worst culprit 
of all? And in this artificial world will his 
revolution prove just revolting? 

"I've been looking into Moliere's life 
including Bulgakov's biography of him 
and I think I would have liked him, had I 
met him," McGough said.

Finding Nemo 3D (U, 96 mins) 

TEN years after it was first 
released, Pixar’s hugely 
entertaining comedy swims 
back into cinemas in the 3D 
format - and it is still the 
cinematic catch of the day. 

Eye-popping visuals and 
a superb script, crammed 
to the gills with laugh- 
out-loud gags, combine to 
stunning effect in this hugely 
entertaining and wildly 
inventive fable set beneath 
the ocean waves. 

The conversion to 3D 
has been lovingly overseen 
by Pixar supremo John 
Lasseter and the underwater 
environments look stunning 
with the added depth of 
vision. 

You can almost feel fish 
swimming around you as the 
camera glides along coral 
reefs or sinks into the blue 
beyond and a forest of deadly 
jellyfish. 

Marlin (voiced by Albert 
Brooks) is a neurotic 
clownfish who has never 
recovered emotionally from 
a barracuda attack, which 
claimed the lives of his wife 
and all but one of his unborn 
children. 

When his one surviving 
son, Nemo (Alexander 


Gould), is plucked from 
the Great Barrier Reef by a 
diver and re-housed in a fish 
tank in a dentist's waiting 
room, Marlin embarks on an 
epic adventure to bring the 
youngster home. 

The clownfish is aided by 
a friendly blue tang called 
Dory (Ellen DeGeneres), 
who suffers from short-term 
memory loss, travelling 
through shark-infested waters 
to be reunited with his boy. 

Meanwhile, Nemo hatches 
a daring escape from the 
crowded aquarium with the 
help of the other residents, 
including a Moorish Idol 
called Gill (Willem Dafoe), 
a hygiene-obsessed shrimp 
called Jacques (Joe Ranft) 
and a starfish called Peach 
(Allison Janney). 

Finding Nemo is still 
computer-animated 


perfection. Brooks plays his 
compulsive-obsessive father 
with sensitivity and dry wit, 
such as when he frets that 
none of his children will like 
him and his wife replies, 
"Marlin, there are 400 eggs, 
I'm pretty sure one of them 
will like you." 

The animation is jaw- 
dropping. Sly visual jokes and 
rich detail are crammed into 
every water-logged frame, 
including a Buzz Lightyear 
action figure in the dentist's 
office. 

Before the main feature, 
there is an uproariously funny 
new Toy Story short called 
Partysaurus Rex in which 
the fun-loving green plastic 
dinosaur helps a gang of 
bath toys to stage a rave in a 
bubble bath. 

Pixar certainly knows how 
to spoil us.

ROSE WORK: Many gardeners are baffled as to when to prune their roses - but it doesn’t 
have to be rocket science 


Prune for 

great roses 


THEY are the quintessential English 
plant, with unrivalled fragrance, 
beauty and variety of colours, 
shapes and sizes. 

Little wonder, then, that many 
gardeners are baffled as to when 
to actually prune their roses to 
ensure a flurry of gorgeous flowers 
in the summer and beyond. 

The best time to prune autumn 
and winter-planted roses and 
established bushes is early spring, 
when growth is just beginning and 
the uppermost buds are swelling 
but no leaves have appeared. 

The traditional method involves 
cutting out all dead wood and 
diseased or damaged stems, 
removing branches which are 
rubbing against each other and 
aiming for an open-centred bush. 

Then cut out all unripe stems - if 
the thorns bend or tear rather than 
snapping off cleanly, the wood is 
unripe. 

You should be left with about six 
key stems that define the shape 
of your rose bush. For hybrid teas, 
otherwise known as modern bush

roses, cut back each of these stems 
by at least half. For other shrub 
roses, prune lightly so they don't 
become top-heavy. 

Also watch for suckers, vigorous 
growths which emerge from a 
point low down on the plant, 
close to the root system. If you 
leave them, they can choke the 
plant or reduce its vigour. Suckers 
are easy to identify because they 
have different leaves and growth 
habit. Just pull them off, as cutting 
encourages them, as does hoeing 
around the base. 

If it's really cold, you can leave 


pruning as late as early April, which 
means that your plants will flower 
slightly later than usual. 

Rose connoisseur Edward Enfield, 
father of comedian Harry Enfield 
and former member of the Royal 
National Rose Society, once told 
me of an experiment in which one 
group of rose bushes was pruned 
lightly, another group heavily and 
a third hacked with a hedge cutter 
- and those hacked off with the 
hedge cutter did the best. 

Hard pruning, when stems are 
cut back to three or four buds 
from the base, is recommended for 
newly planted rose bushes, while 
moderate pruning, where stems are 
cut back to about half their length, 
is advised for hybrid tea bushes 
growing in ordinary soils. 

Whatever you do, don't forget 
to prune your roses because the 
flowers grow at the tips of the 
stems, so if you don't shorten 
those stems the blooms will end up 
at the top of the plant where you 
can't see them, and the stems will 
become a maze of twiggy bits.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

d Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

d Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

d Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
